'dragon fly, which is tenderly protected by 
the people of New Orleans. Down there it 
is called the “‘mosquito hawk,” and if it

However, at this stage of water, steam- 
boats can run anywhere and tie up at al- 
most any place along the river bank. At 
many places, a down-river boatman says, 
the guards of the big steamers are on a 
level with the banks, which facilitates load- 
ing and unloading. So that the high water, 
in spite of the swiftness of the current, 
helps steamboats to make time, as 
they are not afraid to run in siack water 
and keep out of the currents. 

The river is full of deadwood, saw logs 
and live trees, washed from the banks up 
river and flonting into it from the Mis- 
the Des Moines, Salt river, 
Skunk river and the innumerable small 
streams that are bank full and overflowing 
from the heavy rains. 

The floatingg trees are more or less a 
menace to navigation and pllots fight very 
of them, particularly at night. When 
of them goes under a steaniboat it 
means the breaking several bucket 
planks in the wheel before it an be 
stopped.

His habitat is close to streams, 
where there is undergrowth and willows. 
‘The country boy seldom or never sees a 


cordyllis because the boy cannot get up to 


where the cordyllis is, and the latter never 
comes down. 

“But the electric lights of the cities have 
the same fatal fascination for the corydallis 
as it has for other nocturnal insects, Oc- 
casionally a corydalis flying in security 
peacefully hunting his natural prey, the 
mosquito, will see afar off in the city the 
glare of an arc lamp. He wonders what it 
is, and, being naturally of an adventurous 
spirit, he wings his way toward it, for he 
is a swift and strong flier. Before he knows 
it he has bumped his head against the globe 
over the light and falls stunned to the 
ground, 


“Then only is when you catch him. If he 


jcomes to in the morning he becomes das- 


zlied by the Hght and blunders around until 
he Is caught or destroys himeelf. 


A GOOD FRIEND OF MAN. 

“He is carnivorous and one of the best 
friends-man has among the ingect tribes. 
When there are no mosquitoes to devour he 
lives on the aphides, a minute green inaect 
that lives on the under side of the leaves 
of trees. 

‘His method of eating a mosquito is to 
catch him with his horns and hold him 
close to his mouth, which is on the under 
side of his head. This corydallis is a female, 
The horns of the male are much larger, 
sometimes as long as his wings and nearly 
always equal to the length of his body. He 
is a formidable looking fellow, but harm- 
less to humans. 

“All of the corydallis are voracious eaters 
and particularly enjoy mosquitoes. I could 
not venture a guess on how many mosquli- 


} toes a healthy corydallis will devour tn the 


course of his life, which is about two 
months. He is hatched from an eggs, goes 
through the chrysalls Stage and enters the 
world full grown and until his death leads 
a strenucus life. It is known that the 
dragon fiy will devour a hundred or more 
mosqulteoes in a day. The horned corydallis 
will do as well or better, but he fis not as 
numerous as the dragon fly. If the 6t 
Louls health department would start a 
horned ccrdylilis. hatchery on the bank of 
the River des Pere or near the mosquito 


breeding ponds the mosquito nuisance would 


be settied without the ald of coal oll.”

In the platform adopted by the city convention which nomi- 
nated the Wells ticket were two planks of special interest, in view 
of the terminal franchise bill introduced in the Council for the 
St. Louls Terminal Depot Association.

2. The giving away of public franchises for private fa- 
vor must be stopped. | 

3. Public franchises must only be granted for the public 
good, upon a demonstration of their necessity, always with 
adequate compensation to the city and careful regulation 
of the interests of the public, and looking as far and as 
soon as practicable, to the ownership of all public utilities 
having quasi or full use of public streets and places; and 
the city should at the earliest practical moment acquire by 
proper legal means the ownership of allisuch utilities. 

If this means anything, it means that the Wells administra- 
tien is pledged to stop the practice of granting public franchises 
to enrich individuals or corporations, and to grant only necessary 
franchises for a fair compensation to the city and upon terms 
which will protect all public interests. It is pledged also to 
provide for municipal ownership at the earliest possible moment. 
Any franchise granted according to this pledge should provide 
for the ultimate ownership of the property by the city. 

Under this pledge no franchise can be granted except upon a 
thorough demonstration of its necessity and upon terms. which 
will assure the regulation of the franchise in the public interests 
and tts ultimate ownership by the city of St. Louis.

HOW TO STOP FEUDS © 


The maintenance of such a feud as that of the Dooleys and 
Harrises year after year is due to a false sentimentality on the 
part of the people and the authorities. Such feuds could bo 
etopped in their inception by simply treating the feudists as com- 
mon murderers. 

As soon after the first deaths in the Dooley-Harris feud as ho 
could have hastened to the spot, the sheriff of 8t.

STORY OF HIS CAPTIVITY TOLD 
BY ANDERSON. 


The Finn Farm Hand Who Was Com- 
pelled to Be Tracy’c Companion 
for Several Days in a Journey 
by Water and Through 
Forests.

TACOMA, Wash., July 18.—Outlaw Harry 
Tracy has once more eluded his pursuers 
and is stil’ a free man. 

Tracy gave Sheriff Cudihee and a posse 
of picked men the sifp yesterday. The posse 
arrived at Tracy's hiding place six or 
eight hours after he had left. He had tak- 
en a rowboat and gone to the east of Saw- 
yer lake, accompanied by confederates. 


Sheriff Cudihee and the posse returned to 
Black Diamond. The chase from that point 
has been 2bandoned. 

But the hunt will be continued from an- 
other base of operations, 


The Outlaw 
Never Complains. 

Tracy never complained of being tired. 
He seemed no to be bothered by weariness 
He remarked once that he was as fresh 
as he had been at any time since he left 
é alem. 

This was the statement of John Ander- 
son, who was the outlaw’s traveling com- 
panion for several days. In a week fhe 
convict must have suffered great! for 
all reports say he is showing tagsibty the 
results of his terrific flleht. From Port 
Madison to Renton is about sixty miles. 
Both towns are on Puget Sound. 

Anderson was forced by Tracy to go 
with him. He is a m!ld mannered and in- 
offensive Russian Finn. Anderson resem- 
bles Tracy suficiently as to be easily mis- 
taken for him at a short distance, and tn- 
deed was several times mistaken for him 
by members of the pursuing posse as they 
were surrounding the Jerrells house. While 
the posses were surrounding the house An- 
derson, pursuant to the orders of Tracy, 
sat on the back porch of the house, and 
while there was several times pointed out 
by members of the posse as the outlaw. 


Anderson’s Story 
of His Adventure. 
This is Anderson's story: 
“I was working in the woods near the 
house Saturday when I heard some one 


step out of the brush. I itooked around and 
saw Tracy standing there. - saw that he 
had a rifle. e man s 

‘***Where do you lve?’ 

“T told him that I lived down in that 
house. He said: 

‘Come and go down and show it to me. 
I am wet and hungry, and I want to get 
something to eat and some dry clothes.’ 

‘IT told him that I couldn't quit work and 
go down there, for I would lose an hour 
or two and wanted to work, but that I 
could tell him the way so he could go him- 
self. He said: 

** ‘No, I don't want you to tell me. Come 
on.’ 

‘“‘He then raised his rifle. I went with 
him. We came to the house, where he spent 
the afternoon. ere Tracy ate and 
changed clothes. When he was ready to 

o he teld me to walk to the boat. He 

rought several bundles with him and I 
carried one for him. He then ordered me to 
get in and I obeyed him. He told me to row 
and I did so. He took the rudder and guild- 
ed the boat around up the beach , F ne 
northward. He then put into the 
near where I had first seen him an he 
woods. He told me to get out on the beach, 
which I did, obeying another order from 
him to walk a short distance up the beach. 
Then I thought it was his intention to 
shoot me there. But after I had got in a 
position on the open beach. which seemed 
to satisfy him he went up to the brush, 
looked under it and took out a better pair 
of oars than those we had in the boat and 
a pair of oarlocks. These he took with 
him to the boat. He then got In and or- 
dered me to push the boat off. The lights 
of the city were plainly visible. Tracy 
once or twice expressed the fear that some 
of the ships in the harbor would see us 
and hail us, but none of them 4ld so. He 
remained on the alert all night.

REHEARSING THE CORONATION. 


Aug. 9 Fixed as the Date by Royal 
Edict. 
LONDON, July 18.—An offictal notifica- 


tion was issued this morning that by the 
King’s command the coronation of King

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IT HAS CHANGED THE CLIMATE 
OF COUNTRY. 
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Altered Conditions Have Had a Disin- 
tegrating Effect on Mysterious 
Symbol and Huge Pieces Are 
Dropping From It. 


LONDON, July 18.—The great Sphinx of 


@gypt is crumbling. . 

Acoording to D. G. Longworth, a scientist 
who has just arrived here from Cairo, this 
wonder of the world will soon collapse in 
decay. 

Civilization has been its doom. 

As long as the climate of Engiand 
changed not the Sphinx was not affected, 
even with its thousands of years. 

But the Englishman changed the coun- 
try’s climate with his irrigation ditches. 

Since then every year has brought dis- 
aster to the ancient monument. 

The rock is breaking from its sides and 
falling to the ground, often in large pieces. 

Its head and huge paws have not been 

eatly disfigured yet, but they are show- 
ng the effects of the dampness and in 
another year they will be crumbling with 
the rest of the body. 

The Snhinx is puppcpes to be about 6500 
ears old. It was built in the time of the 
ullding of the pyramids. 

Though the Sphinx is a common emblem 
fn the Egyptian countries, no one knows its 
meaning. t is supposed, however, to be 
a relimious symbol. 

The Sphinx, which stands before the 
yramid of Cheops, to which it is the en- 
rance, is the largest in the world. 

It is sculptured chiefly of solid rock. It 
fs 62 feet high and 150 feet long. The paws, 
which are thrown out 50 feet in front, are 
constructed of masonry. 

In the netehborhood, close to it. was 
found a shrine lined with aragonite or 
Egyptian alabaster, containing diorite 
statues of King Safra, connecting it with 
him, while tablets placed between its paws 
by Thothmes IV, record his worship of the 
Sphinx, which continued during the nine- 
teenth dynasty and was renewed under the 
Romar empire. 

According to Pliny, it was the sepulchre 


of Amasis.

He was the first lieutenant of 
the Eighth Kansas, with the rank of adju- 
tant. He received his bounty as first lieu- 
tenant, although as adjutant he was enti- 

There were oth- 
er items; also some offsets. He was 
charged, for instance, with a war income 
tax of $1.91, and with being overpaid $2. 

Mr. Washer always eer he“fiad been 
paid in full, but received notice that there 
was a balance due him.
